TENNESSEE AND HER DEBT. 
Governor Porter has issued his proc- 
lamation convening the Tennessee leg 
islature in extra session on the 5th of 
December prox., “to consider the rec- 
ommendation made by the arbiters at 
the conference held in New York in 
March, 1877, to adjust the state debt 
py the issuance of new e#ix per cent. 
bonds at the rate of sixty per cent. of 
the total amount of principal and past 
due interest,” and for other purposes 
auxilliary thereto. 

The debt of Tennessee amounts to 
many millions, how many we do not 
now remember, but certainly such an 
amount as to force the conviction 

many months ego that further efforts 
at payment of interest even were futile 
and hence all payments ceased. The 
consequence was that the general state 
tax was reduced from 40 cents to 10. 
cents, in order that the groaning tax 
payers might have relief. This was an 
actof that charity which begins at 
home and ledtoa decided halt of the 
demands of the bondholders. These 
“cormorants” were left to hold on to 
their securities for an indefinite series 
of years leading up to a condition of 
affairs in lennessee that would permit 
of full payment of bonds and interest. 

Sach a gloomy and upprotitable pros- 
pect induced a thoughtful review of 
the situation and led to the threshhold 

of a more definite and satisfactory un 

derstanding between the debtors and 
creditors, 

Offers of (compromise were 
committee of the state legislature 
a committee representing ten millions 
of the bonds, in New York March 
last.

Mr. Stephens stated, after the vcte 
was taken on the silver biil, that he 
was in favor of the principle of the bill, 
and that his negative vote was on ac- 
count of objection “to some of its de- 
tails.” A report of his brief remarks 
has not come to hand, and we are left 
to conjecture the obnoxious details.

A bill to authorize the free coinage of 
the svandard dollar, and to restore its 
legal-tender character. 

Be it enacted, &c , That there shal! 
be coined at the several mints of the 
United States silver dollars of the 
wei_ht of four hundred and twelve and 
one-half grains Troy, of standura silver, 
as provided bv the act oi January 18th, 
1837, on which shall be the devices and 
superscriptions provided by said act; 
which coin, together with all silver dol- 
lars heretofore coined by the United 
States, of like weight and fineness, shall 
bea legal tender at their nominal value, 
for all debts and dues, public and pri- 
vate, except when otherwise provided 
by contract; and any owner of silver 
bullion may deposit the same at any 
United S.ates coinage-mint or assay 
office, to be coined into such dollars tor 
his benefit, upon the same terms and 
conditions as gold bullion is deposited 
for coinage under existing law. 

Sec. 2 All acts and parts of acts in 
consistent with the provisions of this 
act are hereby repealed.

STK. RFNACTED BY REPUBLICAN LEGISLATURE 


The Columbus Times of yesterday 
contains the following excellent article whieh 
should be of deep interest to the people of At. 
lanta: 

Tne North and South railroad, it will be re- 
membered, was bid off by Mejor Moses at the 
recent sale by the state, said bid being in the 
interest of the people of Columtus. ‘he 
amount bid was furty thousand five hundred 
dollars, and the road was knocked off at this 
figure. 

Thirty-five thousand dollars was promised to 
Major Moses at once by certain monied men ip 
Coiumbus, and ten thousand dollars more in 
work was promised by another party. Under 
the terms of the sale this money had to be paid 
to the state in cash apu though the mquisite 
amount was promised, yet the parties promising 
were unwWiiling to invest unless there was some 
useurance that the road would be continued 
beyond Pine Mountain. Major Moses went on 
to Atlanta to see what arrangements cou'd be 
made with the governor, sothat this condition 
of tre subscribers might, if possible, be complied 
with. He found that the governor was willing 
to accede to any proposition by which Columbus 
would be benefitted from the purchase of the 
road, 

The following very liberal proposition was 
offered: Ten thousand dollars in cash was to be 
paid down and the remainder, thirty thousand 
and five hundred, was to run on & per cent 
interest uptil January 1, 1579, at which time it 
was to be paid.
